RUINS OF THE LENZBURG EVANGRLICAL LUTHERAN CHURCH,

Only One Fatality Reported, but Many Farmers in the Vicinity of
Lenzburg and New Athens Have Narrow Escapes—Churches
and Dwellings Blown Down—Minister's Wife and Daugh-
ter Hurled Fifty Feet—Damage to Crops Enormous.
and Not Yet Fully Estimated.

HAIL EIGHT INCHES DEEP CAUSES DEVASTATION OF GRAIN.

Rulns were laft in the path of the cyclone,
followed by a hallstorm, over the south-
eastern part of 8t. Clalr County, Illinols
Monday afternoon.

An Italian, Mundieo Guissepp!, was blown
beneath the wheels of a moving frelght
traln and killed.

Many narrow escapes from death or seri-
ous injury were reported

Ths damage to bulldings In the vlelnity
of Lenzburg and New Athens ia estimated
In the nelghbiorhood of $100,600. The dumage
to the farmers cannot now be estimated.

Entire wheat flelds, thn stalks of the
wheat just budding with graln, were beaten
down and cut off cleaner than If a mower
had been passed over the flelds.

Furmers who Monday morning wera hap-
py in anticlpation of getting one of the
largest wheat crops In the history of St.
Clalr County found themselves yesterday
without a vestige of the whent.

Corn, oats, potatoes, vegeiabies and fruit
suffered just as much as the wheat. Wheat.
however, is the staple of the farmers of
tl it part of 8t Cleir County, and the total
loes of the wheat crop will be a severe blow
1o many.

MADE A SEHRIEKING BOUND.

Lenzburg, thirty-two miles from Bt. Louls
on tha Illinols Central Rallroad, was In the
middle of tha path of the cyclone, which
reached to New Athens on the one slde and
Marisea on the other.

A eglirieking sound accompanied the ey-

Becker 1s accused of having remarked In
Pendleton, Ore., last week that he had one
buliet for President Roosevelt and another
for Emperor William of Germany. He de-
rarted for Walln Walla with o Winchester,
and his Pendleton employer, Pat Kine, fol-
lowed him here, notifying the police.

Hecker was located working in a butcher
shop. He was arrested and  on  belng
“sweated” disclosed the location of hiz -
fle, which was hidden In » farmer’s barn
along the lne of march. Froler is o Swiss,

The police here think that a tragedy was
naitowly averted.

TRIED ROWDY TACTICS.

Wallace, Tdaho, May 2.—Piesident Ronep-
vell's rest was disturbed by a nolsy demon-
stration at Starbuck, when his train pulled
into that place at 12:30 o'clock this morning.

All day yesterday the offices of both the
Lee and the Sims lines were besleged by in-
quirers as to which steamer was leading.
Hetired rivermen, who visit the Levee but
seldom, came down to the river front to
discuss the race with thelr former ship-
miles. :

Captaln A. S. Lightner, who brought the
Stacker Les up from Memphls Monday
morning on her record-breaking trin, In
time to go out with the Bims, was called to
his home ut Percy, Ill, because of slckness
in his family. Yesterday he caught his
steamer as she was leaving the harbor at-
Cairo, and resumed commapggd.

Many wagers for large sums were lald
vesterday. Officers of incoming steamers
report that at the small towns angd landings
Interest Is at a fever heat, and the progregs
of the steamers Is followed clasely.

The first repost of the race was brought
to St Louls by the officers of the City of
Bavannah, which arrived yesterday m 18
from the Tennessee River. She reporis hav-
ing passed the racers at Chester at mid-
night. The Stacker Lee was six miles in
the lead. ;

+ The merits of the two steamers have been
in dlspute ever since the Lotus Sims woas
hrought to St. Louls, lnst year. At that
time, offclals of the Leoe Line c¢lalm, the
Stacker met and passed the Slms on sev-
erul occasions,

Since then Captain Sims has often de-
clared that he would pit his steamer against
any craft that turns & wheel In Western
waters. Secvernl months ago he returned
to 8t. Louls from a trlp to New Orleans.
During the Interlm he thoroughly over-
hauled the bhoat. Her engines were strength-
ened and repacked.

Ha has been on the river for many years
and at different times has owned and run
some of the, finest steamers running out of
St. Louls. Last Monday, just before he
bearded his steamer, he declared he would
wager $10,000 that the Bims could pass any
steamer entering St. Louls, =

The Btacker Lee Is probably the largest
stern-wheel packet on the river. Bhe was
built lnst year at Jeffersonville, Ind., and
made her maiden trip to Bt. Louls in the
summer. She Is equipped with a powerful
type of engines and has a double set of boll-
ers. Since she has been In the trade she
has broken several records. s

FORGED ORDER T0 SEE

What is regarded as an attempt {o in-
timidate John Barbaglia, who was con-
victed yesterday ‘n the Uniled States Dis-
trict Court in connection with the recent
naturalization frauds, was made iast night
at the City Jail by means of a forged per-
mit.

Judge Amidon took occasion, when the
prisoner was arrnigned for sentence, to
speak to Barbaglin regarding his connee-
tion with unlawful practices, and it was
seen that his words made a strong im-
pression.

The court urged that Barbaglla make a
clean breast of what he Knew regarding
the forged naturalizatlon papers, and It
wns belleved yesterday afternoon that he
would break down and confess,

manner.

Shortly after Barbagila had been removed
to the jall a man who clalmed that his
name was Joseph Ghiglione presented an
order, purporting to have been lssued by
Willlam L. Morsey, United States Marshal,
authorizing him to see Barbaglia.

The order was honored and Ghiglione
spent some time In deep conversation with
the prisoner., Bath men spoke earnestly, es-

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HANNA SURRENDERS
T0 THE PRESIDENT,

Will Offer No Further Oppositlor
to Resolution Indorsing
His Candidaey.

DEFERS TO ROOSEVELT'S WISH

Chief Execufive Wired Him Indf-
cating His Desires in Reference
to Coming State Convention
—A Forced Harmony.

Cleveland, 0., May 26.—Senator Hanna has
decided to offer no further oppasition to
the proposed resolution in the coming Re-
publican State Conventlon, indorsing the
candidacy of President Roosevelt for an-
other term. This sctlon was decided upon
late this afternoon.

When asked if he had heard from Presi-
dent Roosevelt with reference to the dis-
cussion concerning his attitude in connec-
tion with the resolution, Senator Hanna
made the following stntement to the As-
sociated Press representatives:

“l am in receipt of n telegram from

President Rocosevelt which indicates
to me his desire to have the Indorse-
ment of the Ohlo Hepublican State
Convention of his administration and
eandidacy. In view of this I shall net
oppone such action by the convention
and 1 have telegraphed the Presidesi
to that effect.”

Senator Hanna positively declined to
further discuss the subject, considering that
the brief statement fully covered the ques-
tion,

It Is the general bellef, however, among
those close to the Benator, that he still
doubts the advisability of the adoption of =
resolution indorsing President Roosevelt's
candidacy by this year's convention. But,
it i= pointed out, in deferring to the Presi-
dent’s judgment and expressed wishes, Mr.
Hanna demonstrates that his original posi-
